CROWD BREAKS THEOUGH 
While Hawaiian girls cang native

The pilot of the Woolaroc was so 
happy to have succeeded that he was 
unable to stand still for photograph- 
ers. He danced a couple of steps, 
threw his arms around some of his 
friends and said he could stand such 
& welcome every day in the year. 

Davis reiterated that they experi- 
enced no difficulty on their flight, 
but that they did overestimate the 
speed of their plane, which arrived 
= hours later than they anticipat- 


HAD NO TROUBLE 

“We didn’t have a bit of trouble 

during the entire trip,” said Goebel. 
Old Man Davis kept us right on the 
course and we never faltered.” 

Jim Dole was caught in the crush 
as he went out on the field to greet 
the flyers. The prize donor smiled 
broadly as he gripped the hands of 
both men. Im mighty happy, boys, 
that you arrived safely,” he said. 

Davis and Goebel did not appear 
seriously affected by the long hop, 
but sald good night's sleep would 
ce ly .be appreciated.

PROSPERITY 
SEEN AHEAD 
FOR COTTON 


Economists Say 
Plus Lowered Production 
Costs Augurs Well 


WILLIAMSTOWN (Mass.) Aug. 17. 
English and American cotton authori- 
ties dispelled the bogey of overpro- 
duction at the Institute of Politics 
today, and predicted that, despite the 
increased supply from Britain's new 
fields, the world demand plus lowered 
production costs augurs prosperous 
days for the cotton farmers. 

Prof. John A. Toodd, a Liverpool 
economist, deplored the ‘nstability of 
the Ameridin cotton market with its 
consequent effect on world condi- 
tions, but predicted that if produc- 
tion costs are lowered there will be a 
return to prewar conditions when in- 


creased supplies will be taken up by 
unlimited increased demand.

This au- 
thority is possessed by no other department 
of the city government. When the depart- 
ments neod money for capital investment 
they must ask the voters to authorize bond 
issues, In view of the decision of the Zu- 
preme Court in the Mines case to the effect 
that the Power Bureau had been spending 
its revenues illegally for political campaign- 
ing and ordering the repayment of the 
money from private pocketbooks after the 
hat had been passed the outlook for the 
Power Bureau's securing any more millions 
of dollars by authority of the people is not 
promising. 

The former City Council got its orders 
and obediently gave the Power Bureau the 
right to borrow money on its notes, without 
the people having anything to say about it. 
Whereat the people had recourse to Dr. 
Haynes's great safeguard—the referendum. 
A petition was circulated, signed by 19,000 
voters and declared sufficient to bring the 
money-boirowing measure before the voters 
for decision. Did Dr. Haynes exclaim with 
joy at beholding his child thus being used 
to protect the people as he had so, often 
urged? Dr. Haynes did not. The Power 
Bureau promptly had the Council repeal the 
ordinance against which the referendum 
had been circulated thus nullifying the ret- 
erendum. | 

And more. And worse. The Power Bu. 
reau's next step was to ask the Council to 
adopt the same money-borrowing ordinance, 
but with a clause attached declaring that 
an emergency exists, the emergency being 
that the Power Bureau, as usual, needs 
money and dares not risk asking for a bond 
issue. An emergenty ordinance is not sub 
ject to the referendum. The people can 
do nothing if the Council adopts the Power 
Bureau emergency ordinance. The referen- 
dum will be hamstrung and helpless. Oh, 
consistency! Thy name is not John Ran 
dolph Haynes. | 

Can it be that Dr, Haynes and the Power 
Bureau are afraid of the doctor's own child, 
the referendum? Do the doctor and his 
Power Bureau possibly remember election 
day, November 7, 1922, when the voters 
specifically refused to give the bureau this 
independent money-borrowing authority. An 
amendment was proposed by the Power Bu- 
reau to the old charter to give the bureau 
this authority to finance itself through 
these certificates, the notes to run ten years. 
The voters ssid “No” on the amendment, 
so Dr. Haynes, being a member of the 
Board of Freeholders, craftily inserted the 
money-borrowing proviston in the new char- 
ter. But an ordinance is required to make 
the charter provision effective, and now the 
Power Bureau is planning to nullify the 
referendum provisions of the charter by 
having the Council adopt the ordinance 
with à bogus clause attached declaring that 
an “emergency” exists,
